In an address at Superior last 


night GOT. Elaine answered those 
who were criticising him for grant- 
ing too many pardons. 


Gov, 
Elaine announced that he 


•would extend executive 
clemency 


,to every man in Wisconsin prisons, 
"who can trace his plight, directly 
or indirectly, to causes arising out 
of service to his country." 


This announcement the governor 


said he made after investigation 
had shown him that in the 
three 


Wisconsin p«nal institutions 352, or 
25 per cent of the total number of 
inmates, 
were 
ex-service men. 


'There are scores of these men in 
jails, he asserted, who ought to be 
out, advising at the same time that 
it was necessary for proper appli- 
cation by the prisoners 
before 


clemency could be granted, 


"No partisan considerations, no 


attempts at intimidation by politi- 
cal conferences will drive me from 
the course of duty enjoined upon 
me by the constitution and dic- 
tated by every consideration of hu- 
man sympathy," Gov. Blaine said. 
"Twenty-five per cent of the in- 
mates of our state penal institu- 
tions is too large a. percentage out 
of 122,000 that went into this war 
from 'Wisconsin.: -.-..-,..,...•.•- . . .- 


:ShorOy after 'assuming the 'of- 


fice of governor, I began -to aote 
that among the pardon applications 
were applications of former service 
men. I immediately' began an. in- 
vestigation, and I pursued that in- 
vestigation until March 1. 1922. I 
found on that date that in the three 
state penal institutions 352— or 25 
"vcof the total number of inmates 
in those institutions—were ex-ser- 
vice men. I also found that I had 
been granting executive clemency 
to these men with increasing fre- 
quency.

Now is the time of year for in- 


formal "droppings in" of friends 
wh0 are too busy to see mnch of 
one another during the bnsy winter 
months. Attractive porches are the 
scene of many pleasant chats, and 
at such times it is nice to serve a 
cup of hot tea with lemon or cream 
or iced tea, lemonade", ginger ale 
or other cool drink. In any case 
it is well to have on hand a supply 
of tasty cakes or wafers to serve 
with the drink. Dainty wafers may 
be bought in quantity and kept on 
hand for such occasions, or the en- 
terprising housewife may make her 
own. Following are_ some recipes 
that make delicious little cakes for 


any occasion: 


Any good cake batter may be 


used, with the addition of various 
spices, chopped nuts, raisins, dates 
or citron, from time to time, to 
vary the character of the cake. The 
simplest sort of frosting may be 
used, jus confectioners' sugar mix- 
ed with milk or with beaten white 
of egg. Or you need use no 'rest- 
ing but may sprinkle the cakes with 
sugar. Sometimes you may place 
a nut meat in a little white or 
chocalate frosting.

ing them, with granulated sugar 
or with granulated sugar and cocoa 
mixed.

doned, and scores of others 
now 


languishing behind 
prison 
walls, 


had always been bood boys. They 
were suddenly thrust into the most 
destructive method of warfare ever 
invented; they suffered experiences 
whether wounded or not, that 
in 


many cases upset their lives in 
somo cases, their mental condition 
—and when thrown 
into an eco- 


nomic condition 
that 
recognized 


neither humanity nor

even get bonds when

eSj while the rich offender can 


lire his corps of lawyers, his army 
of in>*stigators, give a bond pend- 
ng- the trial, keep out of Jfcil, post- 
»ne the trials until he has worn 
>nt all the Agencies of government, 
and finally go scot free.

Its order directing that the practice 
bo stopped resulted in the move of 
the concern to ask that the courts 
do away with the whole marketing 
department.

E. Ray Stevens of the Dane county 
circuit court, a preliminary hearing 
on legal points involved in the ac- 
tion will be held. A postponement 
is expected. 


Should the court uphold constitu- 


tionality of the trade commission 
features of the Wiscoijstn marketing 
Jaw and the statute enacted by the 
1921 legislature creating the de- 
partment of markets, the trial will 
be confined to the question whether 
the company by payin? a one cent 
differential to certain dealers, is re- 
bating in violation of the state law.

Five proposed amendments have 


been favorably acted on by the past 
two sessions of the legislature, three 
of which are without question to be 
submitted to the people while or.e is 
now before the Supreme conrt and 
another before th attorney jrcnc-ra! 
for interpretation. 


The first amendment to be sub- 


mitted provides thai the legislature 
will have the power TO establish by 
law that in civil law cases the votes 
of a. specified number of a jury, less 
than all. but not less than five-sixths 
shall be sufficient for a valid ver- 
dict.

Under a third amendment, cities 


and other municipalities would be 
•authorized to incur an indebtedness 
for internal improvements in excess 
of the 5 per cent limit r.ow estab- 
lished. 
The indebtedness should the. 


amendment be adopted sould extend 
to 10 pr cent of the assessed value 
of the city property, five per cer.t 
of which might be used for the pur- 
chase and operation of street car 
lines. 


The home rule amendment now 


before the Supreme court, extends 
to all cities and villages the power 
to determine their Kcal affairs nnd 
government in all matters not pro- 
hibited by the coni'itution or by 
such enactments of the legislature 
of statewide concern as shall with 
uniformity affect every city or every 
village, and it will not be compoter.t 
for the legislature to pass special 
laws acecting1 a particular village 
or city and not others. There is a. 
question whether this amendment 
may be submitted at the November 
election which the court is to decide. 


The fifth proposed amendment 


would permit the legislature to in- 
crease the governor's salary to over 
$5,000. This amendment is before 
the attorney general who is asked 
to decide whether is can legally be 
placed on the ballot at the coming

HIS article by Rev. William 


Austin Smith was deliv-

tion of fellowship among na- 
tions.

Obviously there can not be 


real fellowship among nations 
Awhile people of 
different 


tongues prepare to murder one 
another and war continues to 
be on the agenda of govern- 
ments and churches. I there- 
fore address myself to the top- 
ic of War and the Churches. 


I have not sufficient grace to 


be a pacifist, nevertheless I do 
not believe we shall ever end 
the stupid, beastly business of 
war untO the Christian Church 
declares war to be .a sin, and 
follows up that 
declaration 


with appropriate action. When 
The Churchman last November 
made that declaration, we were 
: accused of not thinking the 


' thing through. The New Re- 
public commended our kind 
heart, but spoke patronizingly 
of our mind. The Continent 


• condemned our morals. 
The 


Church Militant, it declar- 
, ed in substance, mnst fight 
\ Jehovah's enemies. It ought 


I to 
be 
a 
disquieting con- 


isideration to the defenders 


I of a militant church that min- 
listera are always disposed to 
| identify the enemies of Jehov- 
! ah with the enemies of their 
own particular country, an at- 
titude which would make op- 
posing governments infallible 
interpreters of God's will. 


We need not repudiate the 


'last war. The Church need not 


i have declared war to be a sin 


I in the year 1914 any more than 


j it should have declared slavery 
! to be a sin in the year one. 
| It would be as idle a moral 


; pastime to repudiate the past 
wars as it would be to repudi- 


i ate our polygamous, forefath- 
ers. 
Moral systems, we all 


know, are not handed down 
from Heaven in complete par- 
cels. They grow. I am not 
contending that war was a sin 
five, ten or a hundred years 
ago. I am contending that 
henceforth war is a sin. It has 
now been fully revealed to us 
what war is made of, what are 
its unclean causes, its sub- 
stance and its results. I main- 
tain that if God has made any- 
thing clear to the mind of 


j Christendom, He has revealed 


; to us the sinf ulness of war. If 
! the Christian Church blesses 


• another war, its blessing and 
its curse will have no further 
authority and prestige for our 


civilization. 
There are tre- 


mendous risks.and 'some baff- 
ling perplexities in such an at- 
titude, but the perplexities are 
not greater, nor the risks more 
perilous, than those incurred if 
the Church should undertake 
to champion another world 
wide civil war. For my pur- 
pose I accept Thomas Aquinas', 
definition of sin: "An act not 
in accord with reason informed 
by the divine law." 


If the Church is to take such 


a stand, it must begin at once 
a great crusade of prepared- 
ness ; for to declare conduct 
sinful without urging preven- 
tive measures would be sloth- 


ful. 
The anti-social forces in 


society which accept war as in- 
evitable, and desirable, are not 
slothful. They make ready the 
ground to produce the event. 
They spend brain as well as 
money in preparedness. They 
wilfully produce provocatives. 
They maintain the type of civ- 
ilization which requires war as 
an implement and an, asset.
